Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record taken alone and in combination does not disclose "a resonant unit including an 
active element having a front surface facing in a forward direction and having a rear 
surface facing in a rearward direction, said active element being operative to generate 
ultrasonic vibrations in response to an applied signal, said resonant unit including a 
liquid disposed to the rear of said active element, said resonant unit being resonant at 
an ultrasonic frequency and adapted to emit ultrasonic vibrations at said ultrasonic 
frequency principally in said forward direction" as recited in claim 1. These limitations 
are neither taught nor made obvious by the prior art of record.
